CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS. 


Each A ttended W ith Serious Injuries and 
Loss of Life. 
B irm in g h a m . October 22d.—A passenger train 
011 the Kansas City. Memphis and Birmingham 
Railroad, which left here at 9 o’clock last night 
west bound, went out leaving sleeper and con­ 
ductor Ii the station. Discovering that fact 
when six miles out of town, the engineer began 
backing into Birmingham. At Thomas Fur­ 
nace, three miles out from the city, the backing 
train met an outgoing freight. 
There iv»< a terrible collision and several pas­ 
sengers iu the rear coach were killed aud a 
number were wouuded. 
The killed are F. I). Franklin, a drummer of 
Louisville; John Killian, fireman. The wounded 
are George W. Davis, Mrs. W. F. YVagoner and 
two daughters, E. P. Rose, George Beard, J. E. 
Owens, J. M. Kockmore. J. E. Mills, R. E. 
Sauderson, J. Y. Tynnell, J. A. Taylor, W. YY. 
Flannigan, W. C. Burton, J M. Beard, Rev. G.S. 
Smilh, Dr. Sanford. O. L. Hill, Hon. B M. Long. 
M. S. Townley, Walter Townley, Miss Sallie 
Langdon, Miss Ida Langdou, F. M. Laagdon, 
William Williams aud Mrs. Foster. Of this 
number three or four are likely to die. The 
others are not dangerously hurt. 
WRECK ON THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN. 
Cincinnati. October 22d —A disastrous col­ 
lision occured at 4:40 o’clock this morning on 
the Cincinnati Southern Railway, in a tunnel a 
quarter of a mile north of Sloan’s Y’alley sta­ 
tion, betweeu a Height aud passenger train. 
The latter left Cincinnati at S o'clock last night, 
and another passenger train left Cincinnati an 
hour earlier. Both these were held at Somerset. 
Ky., two houis or more on account of a freight 
wreck south of that place last night. 
When the track was clear the foremost Cin­ 
cinnati train started out from Somerset first, and 
met aud passed safely a north bound freight. 
Then the other passenger train started out. 
When the first Ciucienati train passed out the 
crew cf the freight train appeared to overlook 
the fact that another train was to follow, and 
they pulled out and started northward. Less 
thau a quarter of a mile away they entered the 
tunnel, which is ODe-sixth ol a mile long. In 
the most hofeless place thetraimnen meet thtir 
death. The engines of the two trains dashed 
into each other, and the cars followed. 
Firemen Gould and YYelch, brakeman John E. 
Montgomery, express messenger Edward Kuff- 
ner aud the mail agent were silled. Engine: r 
Taylor of tlie passenger train and R mlott of the 
freight were badly burned. The baggage marter 
was also injured. No passengers were killed. 
Young Paine, a commercial traveler, had both 
of his legs crushed aud soon died. 
The delay to the passenger trains by another 
wreck caused the mistake of the engineer and 
that of the lrcight train. Fortunately the pas­ 
senger train had not entirely gone ¡uto the tnu- 
nel when the crash came, and so three sleepers 
which old not leave the track served as a means 
of escape for the passengers. All of the train 
except the three sleepers was burned.

county, fad. The injuries sustained by the 
three last named are slight. 
From the story of railroad men who arrived 
here 10 night, it appears that the wreck was due 
to the carelessness of the crew ot freight train 
2?. ’1 his train was instructed to wait at Sloan’s 
Yalley until passenger trains 9 and 5 had 
passed. The wait was a long one, and all of the 
crew of the Ireight train went to sleep. En­ 
gineer Pimlott wakened just after No. 9 passed, 
and assuming it was No. 5. and that the road 
was clear, aroused the crew and the train went 
011. '1 he approach to both ends of the tunnel is 
sharply curved, and wiihin 100 ieet of the 
mouth of it ‘.he trains met. Only a sleeper and 
one coach on the passenger train were saved, 
the train hands and passeogers pushing them 
back up the track 
The flames started a few minutes after the 
collision, and the wooden lining of the tunnel 
is still burning to-night. 
A brave man, whose name is not learned, 
hearing the cries ot George Long in the baggage 
car, seized an ax, cut a hole In the car and res­ 
cued Long. In the express compartment ol the 
car was E. P. Ruflher, United States Express 
Messenger. The unknown man here worked 
hard to cut a way ior Ruff ner to escape, al­ 
though the flames were darting all about him 
The effort was futile, and Ruffner finally shouted 
from his prison to the man to go away and save 
himself—to say good-bye to his family, aud tell 
them his would-be reEcuer did all man could do 
to save his life. 
The unknown hero staggered out of the tun­ 
nel with his hair aud clothing bndlv scorched 
and fell <1 iwn in a faint. None of the men iu 
the excitement thought of learning his name, 
but it is believed he is a railroad man. 
Others of the trainmen had wonderful es­ 
capes. It is miraculous that any of the passen­ 
gers escaped without iujury. 
COLLISION IN A FOG. 
Kansas City, October 22d.—A serious tail- 
end wreck occurred this morning on the Union 
Pacific near Armourdale. Nine persons were 
scriou-iy injured and the engineer fatally hurt, 
on the Eastbound freight train which leaves the 
depot before the Union Pacific passenger trniu. 
There was a delav near the scene of an acci­ 
dent, and there was a very heavy fog, torpedoes 
were placed on the track to warn the following 
train. 
T he pasgenger engineer, warned by the torpe­ 
does, stopped his train, and before the flagman 
could be sent back to warn the Eastbound Rock 
Island train following it crashed into the Pull­ 
man sleeper ol the Union Pacific. The Rock 
Island engine was completely wrecked and the 
engineer buried under the debris. The fire­ 
man jumped, but received severe biuises. The 
damage is estimated at Í60.000.

Cullen, the engineer, who will die; John Cuff, 
the fireman, fractured jaw and internal injuries:

EXPRESS RATES. 


Freight Tariff’s to he Increased Next 
M onth. 
Nf.w York, October 2-’d .-A meeting Of the 
principal officers of the different express com­ 
panies took place Monday in this city .and it was 
decided to increase the tariff on freight, the in­ 
crease to so into effect on November 1st. Y’es- 
terday it became public that rates are to be ad­ 
vanced to aud from all seaboard points, and 
that a meeting of the Superintendents of tbe 
tariff departments of all the express companies 
will take place in Chicago October 30th. to 
make arrangements for the coming advance, 
which will be made 011 the basis of the rate be­ 
tween New York and Chicago. This rate is now 
quoted at 52 per 100 pounds, aud by the coming 
arrangement it is understood it will be in­ 
creased to $2 50. This will, according to report, 
be the maximum increase between all points 
west of Buffalo aud Pittsburg. General Super­ 
intendent Hancock said yesterday that the so- 
called advance is no advance at all. The rates, 
he said, were lowered some time ago in the 
hope of an increase of business, but the ex­ 
pected increase did not come, therefure a return 
has been made to the old rates.

The Guaranty Loan and Trust C'ompauv of San 
Francisco, said to be regularly incorporated 
and chartered by the State of California, is 
transacting a business which it does not call a 
lottery, doubtless for good and mfiieient reas­ 
ons known to the management. The Chicajo 
offices at 95 Dearborn street and the compauy 
represented here by Hall 
Co., are using the 
United Slatts mails, and thus lar have not come 
iu contact with the Federal laws. The corpora­ 
tion issued certificates which entitle the holder 
to “make application for oue of the monthly 
loans made by the compauy.” The cer ilicate 
of loan agrees that iu the event of the “loan" 
being ’ secured to the holder,” the payment ot 
51 shall "constitute and be the entire charge, 
cost and expense attending the same.” The 
i ompany is circulating through tlie mails an ap­ 
peal lor business, which reads as follows: 
“ tVe beg to inclose you our loan list, showing 
4,Or’O separate loaDS rangiog from 55 to 510,008, 
and which aggregate 560,003, made on the 20th 
day of each month, ’except when that day falls 
on Sunday,’ to holders of certificates who make 
application in accordance with these terms. 
Our charge for issuing certificate* is 51 aud the 
issue of certificates i» limited to 100,000. This 
company is regularly incorporated apd char­ 
tered by the State of Calilornia to do business in 
all the States. YVithin the last year we have ex­ 
tended it well into New England aud the South­ 
ern and Middle States. To many who do not 
understand or appreciate tbe workings of such 
a business it may seem novel and impossible.

The tendency of such legislation 
would he to provoke a conflict between Federal 
an l 3tate offieials, and race pre udices would be 
engendered at the Smth. This force bill isa 
vieious attack upon a republican form of gov­ 
ernment. Those who affect to think the people 
do not understand this issue, and are not 
aroused to its importance, mistake the signs of 
the times, and the character aud temper ol the 
American people

FENIAN BROTHERHOOD. 
H ereafter Meeting* Will be Open to tbs 
G eneral Public. 
New Y’ork, October 23d.—Tbe Biennial Con­ 
vention of the Kcuiau Brotherhood was brought 
to a close at Paterson. N. J., last night. The 
session lasted three days. More than 2-0 dele­ 
gates were preseut, representing all sections of 
the United states. By far the most important 
action of the Convention was the unanimous 
indorsement of the recommendation of the 
General Secretary abolishing the secret oath of 
organization. Hereafter all transactions of 
the Brotherhood will be open and tue public 
will be free to attend all tbe meetings. Iu his 
report the General Secretary attributeii*the dis­ 
ruptions and disH-aer* to Irish organizations 
during tbe past two years to the faei that men 
with selfish personal ends had. through misuse 
of the secrecy clause iu the constitution, torced 
themselves into power. There was no disseut- 
ing voice wlieu the it solution was put to vote 
The special committee appoiuted on the future 
of the organ izariou in thtir it port recom­ 
mended that the Fenian Brotherhood hereafter 
t>e an open organization, and that military ami 
naval companies be oigamzed, and 90 per cent, 
of the receipts may be devoted to this purpose, 
the companies to bt> known as Feuiau Y’olun- 
teers, and to be held iu readiness so as to assist 
the United States in case of foreign war. The 
following council was elected : George Smith 
(Chairman), Captain Driscoll, John Dowling, 
Francis Rea. B. O’Hara. Thomas Sampson, h. 
YYhalen, Jamts Barren and Roderick J. Ryan.

He began to m ake explora­ 
tions early in th e fifties, and more, prob­ 
ably, th an any m an of his age influenced 
strange and sem i-barbarous 
peoples to 
adopt civilization in whole or in p art. He 
possessed th e rare faculty of in g ratiatin g 
him self w ith tribes 
unapproachable by

th e ir language. 
T h is gave him w onder­ 
ful power over them , w hich he invariably 
used for th e ir betterm ent. 
H e left his ex- j 
plorations on several occasions to serve his 
country in h er battles.

m ade in 1856 th e famous expedition to th e 
lake regions of C entral A lrica, and subse­ 
quently repeated the 
expedition w ith 


G ran t as a companion. 
Burton's discoveries were of the highest 
value to geographical science, aud all the 
great scientific associations of the world at 
all rebted to geographical discovery ac­ 
knowledged his services by tender of dis­ 
tinctive honors and membership. In 1S60 
Captain Burton visited California and 
traveled extensively over our continent, 
and subsequently traveled in South Amer­ 
ica to some extent. 
England employed 
him in various perilous aud trustworthy 
enterprises and expeditions and he filled a 
number of important official posts, being at 
the time of his death English Consul at 
Trieste. He was the author of many val­ 
uable works. 
It is to be said that England scarcely 
rewarded Burton as his great services 
merited. 
He deserved from that country 
in his old age honors and trusts far su­ 
perior to the rather common official station 
in which he died.

They have one point of agreement from 
which they never depart, and that is con­ 
tinued persistent effort to crowd the 
“Giaour” from Turkish ground, no matter 
whether he he « hristian, Hebrew or unbe­ 
liever in faiths. 
In short, the rule of the 
day in Turkey, though it may not be pro­ 
claimed upon the highways and in the 
-ears of tourists, is “all but the followers of 
the crescent must go.” 
In other words, in 
Turkey the patriotic cry is “Turkey for 
the Turks.” 
A correspondent of the New 
York Tribune of a recent date, writing 
from Constantinople, says that the renown 
Sultan Abdul Ilamid has among his peo­ 
ple rests mainly upon his adhesion to this 
doctrine. 
This Sultan is more absolute now than 
lias been any ruler in the domain since 
Mahmoud, nearly a century ago. 
He is 
imbued with th t idea that the Turks are 
to be preserved as a distinct people in all 
territory occupied by or subject to thenn 
and that all others are to be expelled or 
become their servants. In pursuance of a 
policy resting on this belief, he has stead­ 
ily engaged in the displacement of Christ­ 
ian officials in all the proviuces and has 
substituted for them orthodox Turks. 
far has hi 
carried this work, that. 
practically, Christian communities have in 
Turkish dominions few official representa­ 
tives, and these are only in minor offices- 
There is but one American official now of 
the Sultan’s Council, the Minister of Fi­ 
nance, and even he has recently been sub­ 
jected to the indignity of having his house 
searched by the police, for discovery of 
alleged disloyal evidences. The animosity 
to the Christian is evident on all hands. 
A Christian can scarcely get a hearing in 
a Turkish court, and the Magistrates strain 
every point to acquit Mahometan offenders 
Against Christians. Turkish banditi infest 
the highways, but are careful to rob and 
kill only “infidel dogs,” and they thus es­ 
cape, as a rule, the feeble pursuit of Turk­ 
ish officers. 
A Christian witness against a 
Turkish highwayman has no standing in 
court, and even in civil actions, Christians 
are unfortunate indeed whoeaunot produce 
Mahometan witnesses in support of their 
causes. 
All the school inspectors are Moslems, 
and of course open in their hatred of the 
schools of the Christians. Christian print 
of all kinds must go through Turkish Cen­ 
sors’ hands, and Christians are taxed more 
heavily for support of Moslem schools than 
for maintamence of their own. The name 
of the Sultan is exalted at all places aud 
times, and woe to the Christian who, even 
by look, expresses dislike for it. 
In short the Christian in a«y of the 
provinces of Turkey has long been the ob­ 
ject of petty persecutions, and now his 
rights as a man are being gradually strip­ 
ped from him. It is not surprising, there­ 
fore, that the Armenian demand for the 
appointment of Armenian Assistant Gov-1 
t-rnors should produce trouble. To grant 
the request would be to reverse the policy 
of the .Sultan and endanger his throne. In 
refusing, therefore, he has gone to the ex­ 
treme of firing the religious intolerance of 
his Mahometan subjects by justifying, 
secretly at least, asaults upon Christians 
by Turks and Circassians and Kurds, the 
tw ) last raiding villages and destroying 
rty and life with weapons furnished 
the Sultan's own armory. 
The Ar- 
ians, ¡a consequence, are up in arms. 
so soon as some leader fit for the 
sion arises, we shall hear of the Chris- 
the Turk once more in open and 
extraordinarily cruel war, and the Cres­ 
cent will lie lotind bearing down the Cross 
— 'hr unless European nations interfere, 
or Ros.¡a comes to the rescue, the Arme­ 
nians will be trodden down and extermi­ 
nated, if possible.

KITE-SHAPED TRACKS. 


RACING MEN AS A RULE 
POSED TO THEM. 
ARE 
OP- 


S e c rrta ry Sm ith of th e S tate A g ricu ltu ral 
Society Gives B is Views on 


th e Subject. 


Discussion of the merits of the kite-shaped 
raee-track is warming up all over the United 
States, and this same discussion is developing 
the fact that horsemen and racing men as a rule 
are opposed to the new idea. Breeders, how­ 
ever, favor it—that is, a certain class of them. 
The New York Spirit qfthe Timet recently came 
out in an article against the kite shaped track, 
and subsequently invited all noted horse and 
racing experts of the country to communicate 
their opinions on the matter. 
Communications that come from racmg men 
as a i ule, as before mentioned, oppose the 
"new-fangled thing.” What has the kite-shaped 
track to recommend it? Just this, answer the 
opponents: A horse that cau go a mile in 2:35 
over an ordinary track is almost sure to go a 
mile iu 2:3 lor hotter over a kite track—a great 
recommendation to those who want to have a 
larg • 2:30 chi1* for some sire, or where one 2:30 
performer will make a family standard. They 
do not dispute that any horse has an advantage 
of from two io six seconds in trotting over 
the kite track iu place of the ordinary track. 
But to take advantage of it now would be uniair 
to all the old records. 
Another objection set for h is that the public 
cannot derive the pleasure that ihey can iu see­ 
ing a race over a regular track. The time at the 
quarter and three-quarter polos cannot he taken 
without tlag-meu at 'ho'e points 
The gait of a 
horse cannot be distinguished a greater part of 
the mile, and many other little faults are 
pointed out. 
Edwin F. Smith, of this city. Secretary of the 
Stute Agricultural society, is very emphatic in 
his disapproval of the new track. In his letter 
to the Spirit, dated h ole her 9lb he says : 
‘ The adoption of this chaiacter of race tracks 
not only does a way with all comparisons but 
will have a tendency to lefsen the interest in 
trotting, an occurrence this sport cannot afford 
to have It must create, not dull, interest there­ 
in 
In my own case I note the lack of interest 
taken in the straightway events at Monmouth 
aud Morris Parks. Tbetlm e made is mislead­ 
ing and bewilders one. 
‘‘Generally, in the telegraph news, no men­ 
tion is made of the course used, and only those 
familiar understand the lime being so fast. The 
newspaptr head lines display ‘A mile in 1:35,’ 
‘three quarters in 1:10,' five lurlongs in 59 sec­ 
onds,’ and so on. No attempt i6 made to ex­ 
plain to the world the - circumstances that 
brought it abou.. The casual observer meets 
you and remarks about the wouderful accom­ 
plishment, what the science of breeding has 
done, etc., not giving credit to the reai cause. 
The credit is misplaced. Something after the 
same manner the writer of a recent brok on 
the trotter attempts to detract from California 
the advantages of climate aud f ed, and takes 
the credit all for tne handler of the animals 
that accomplished so much. 
"I make no attempt to keep trace of records 
made on straightaway tracks, while the per­ 
formance of Racine at Washington P rk shall 
always be fresh in my memory'. Why? Be­ 
cause it was made upon the same character of 
track as was the famous mark of Ten Broeck. 
If, with the great assistance of past experience, 
breedeis cannot improve speed on the regula­ 
tion course they should not attempt to take ad­ 
vantage by the invention or encouragement of 
any aid in the way of shaping tracks that ad­ 
versaries ol the past were not tavored with. 
Meet them on common ground, as with other 
contes's. Why now attempt to wipe out what 
has been accomplished by tbe establishment of 
the standard, and hereby let animals iu that 
failed to obtain the speed requirements neces­ 
sary to admit them before this innovation? 
"Outside ol tbis deri’e on the part of kite- 
ahaped track advocates, there Is still a greater 
question to consider, aud that is the admission- 
paying, sight-seeing public. Are not the sup­ 
porters of this great sport to be considered? 
'•The nearer to tne eye you bring aper- 
fonnance the more interesting it becomes. 
W hat lover of this sport is to be contented with 
the start and finish only ’ Who that pays to 
see a trotting race that does not enjoy observing 
the action during lhe entire circuit and noting 
the manner in which the mile was done ? With 
eagerness tbe crowds watch each hobble and 
break, and note wi'h murmurs perceptible their 
disapproval of a long break or any other occur­ 
rence during the trotling of a heat. 
"No. the public do not ask this change nor 
will they suprort it. I say, if by the science of 
breeding I cannot so nick speed lines as to do 
my mile over the same ground, or character of 
track (more proper,y speaking), as did those at 
whose mark I shoot at, I do not desire to claim 
superiority. I waut to do it as they did, then 1 
have no explanations to make. I say. let the 
National Association and Wallace 
Registry 
Company adopt a standard course, and let that 
be the regulation track, with one-fourth mile 
turns and one-fourth mile stretches.”

BRIEF NOTES. 


At 11 o’clock Sunday morning, tbe recently 
completed Leland Staulord, Jr., memorial win­ 
dow will be unveiled at St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church. 
A special service, conducted by Rev. J. F- 
von Herrlich, will be held in honor ef the 
event. 
This window is one of the most beautiful and 
costly íd America—probably in the world, and 
is the gift of Mrs. Stanford. 
The desigu throughout this memorial window 
is wholly original in its conception and admir­ 
able in its execution. The application of the 
study to the subject which it represents, crowns 
it with interest not only to those to whom it 
directly applies, but also to all who may fol­ 
low its application. 
The window is of the 
Gothic ordet, consisting of three panels, above 
which, to maintain the Gothic outline, is a mass 
of flowing tracery. 
To read tbe history so charmingly written 
upon those open tablets, it is necessary first to 
direct the at lention to the panel on the right, 
where the angel of life with wings outspread 
bears iu its anus a child totvaid earth. The an­ 
gel points wi h it» finger toward the transient 
ubioiag place of the corporate soul intnnted to 
its care, and tbe child, endowed by artistic, or, 
rather, poetic license, with a preexistent in­ 
telligence, is in sympathetic accord with Its 
guidtug genius, aud points, too, toward the goal 
of its early existence. Above tbe figures is a 
dial, npou which time is not yet begun to be re­ 
corded, and this, with its associate ideas, indi­ 
cates a period im m ediaely prior to the advent 
ot a human life 
In striking and pairiul con­ 
trast to this the angel of death is represented 
on the left, iu the act of severing from Its par­ 
ent stem a fresh aud blooming bud. The bowed 
figure, tbe depressed wiugs, the veiled urn, the 
scythe, a 1 betoken ihe departure of a loved and 
lamented soul, and upon the sphere which 
s auds above is represented the number of years 
of it* stay upon earth. 
The grand ceutral panel contains a repre­ 
sentation ol the angel of the resurrection, bear 
iug towards his eternal home, a youth whose 
ecstaiic gaze is fixed on the glor.es which are 
just beginning to burst upou his visiou. The 
grace and motion as well as the expression of 
tho.-e central figures are much to be admired. 
The q liet restlul face of the oue, long accus­ 
tomed to those heavenly visions, is in beautiful 
contrast to the rapt, expectant expression ot the 
other, so eager to pierce its hidden mysteries. 
Rays of glory burst from the approaching para­ 
dise upou tue soul that is about to enter into its 
eternal rest. 
In the diamond-shaped 
openings of the 
tracery, angels with harp, boog and voice arc 
welcoming with their seraphic music a soul to 
its eternal home; and fiually the dove, repre- 
seuting the comforter,occupies a position iu the 
tracer) immediately benea-.h the apex. 
Not only is the thought represented through­ 
out the painted portions of the work, a beauti­ 
ful and origiual on?, but the composition aud 
architecture of the Mosaics are broader, more 
varied aud ariistic than is usual iu recent pro­ 
ductions of a similar character. 
With sublime originality the artist’s brush 
has written in eloquent t naracters the simple 
story of a huT.au Ufe. its advent, whence its 
flight across time aud its departure to the in­ 
finite. 
The window is the work of John Mallon, the 
same artist who set up iu St. Pau.'s Church the 
memorial window given by the late Mrs. Charles 
Crocker, and the memorial window contributed

Justice of the Peace 
Davis, to whose Court the ease was removed on 
the affidavit of the defendant that he could no1 
have an impartial examination before Justice 
Post, heard the case as a committing magis­ 
trate under Section 45 of the Penal Code, de­ 
claring that every persou not entitled to vote 
who fraudulent!) votes

guilty cf a felony. 
•‘Justice Davis yesterday rendered his decision 
dischargiug Fitzgerald. The impartial mind' 
on comparing that decision with the facts elic­ 
ited on the examination, must pronounce it 
Illogical and unwarranted. 
The decision iu 
full is as follows, and it is commended to the 
reader as a remarkable doeiimeut that deserves 
to go down the ages as a curiosity of the law. 
For the sake ot convenience in analyzing this 
remarkable document we have numbered the 
paragraphs, flbe absurdity of the decision, to 
put it very mildly, is fully expressed by com­ 
paring it with the facts." 
Then follows the decision in full. In conclu­ 
sion the Record-Unión says: 
"That the people believe there is sufficient in 
the matter to warrant a ju ’y in examining into 
it: that the public beliet is that Fitzgerald's 
discharge is a miscarriage of justice; m at the 
facts do raise the presumption of crime ou his 
ra rt and that he would have been held had the 
!i« in Justice Davis’ Court have found a clear­ 
headed aud well informed exponent, it may tie 
the Court’s misfortune, and not its fault, that 
this is so: it i-eer.'aiu that it is the mi-fortune 
ol the people. 
"Older and more experienced magistrates do 
conceive their duty to be to hold a defendant 
und :r examination be ¡ore him for any felony 
that develops in the course of the examination. 
In this case there w a s , iu our opinion aud that 
of the mass of the people, the /act of double 
registration before the Court, ana it was suffi­ 
cient to have justified Fli. gerald's being held, 
uot only for Illegal voting, out for the other 
crime as well, the fairi sufficiently indicating 
an intent, to justify sending the ease to a jury to 
solve tie question of fraudulent intention. Be­ 
yond showing the fsets no prosee in ion cau 
affirmatively show the intent—that must be de­ 
termined from the proofs adduced. 
"Justice Davi*' decision is a uiis'onune for 
the people. It is in strong contrast to trie clear 
and vigorous rulings ot Judge Buckiey and 
Justice Post in their hearing of oases ot out­ 
rages against the ballot-box. The Courts are 
the ins: reioit of the peopie lor protection from 
ballot thieves. When they fail as a means of 
reaching criminals ihe people are indeed en­ 
slaved, because stripped ot the chief of theit 
liberties. 
Though FPzgcraid lias gone free 
there is not by any clear-headed man in Sacra­ 
mento entertained to-day the slighte-t doubt 
about his having illegally voted; no doubt of 
any kind as to the commission of the crime ot 
pcijury by Fitzgerald in swearing to the later 
affidavits of registration.”

In s tru c tio n s to I n te r n a l R e v e n u e C o llec­ 
to rs R e g a rd in g G ra p e B ra n d ie s . 
W a s h in g t o n , October 22d.—One of th e provis­ 
ions of the existing tariff law is th at m akers of 
sweet w ídcs shall be allowed the use of grape 
brandies tree of tax for the purpose of fortify­ 
ing th eir wioes. These wines, however, are not 
to contain more th an 21 per cent, of alcohol 
alter l'orti 11 cation. 
The Commissioner of In ­ 
ternal Revenue is charged w ith the duty of 
transferring brandy to the bonded warehouse 
or distillery w here it is m ade into wine. 
The proper execution of this law requires a 
large num ber of new stamps and the prepara 
tiou ol new regulations, but in view of tne 
pressure of the work it is impossible to procure 
a supply of stam ps until after the 1st of Decem­ 
ber.

To provide ag iiu st this the Commissioner has 
instructed the C-.Hectors at San Fraucisco, New 
York and elsew here 10 notify the persons in­ 
terested th at he w ill consider applications to 
refund the taxes paid on all spirits which may 
have been used in the fortification of sweet 
wines, provided th e spirits so used and the 
w ines so fortified are such th at no tax has been 
paid on the spirits. 
The Internal Revenue officers have been sup­ 
plied w ith proper stam ps to attach to the differ­ 
ent packages. 
He has further instructed the 
Collectors th at they m ay use special bonded 
w arehouse stam ps, properly altered, in lieu ol 
the regular stam ps required by law, and which 
are to be used herealter.

ISTKKI'IIETATION BY COLLECTOR SEARS. 
San Francisco, October 22d.—Collector of the 
P ort S .ars yesterday gave the following im ­ 
portant inform ation: I have just received the 
following dispatch trom the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue: 
Until fu rth er instructions you m ay Termit 
brandy distillers to pay tax on spirits produced 
at their distilleries-, and to use such brandy in 
iortifying sweet wines produced by them under 
lim itations of Act of 1st inst. and supervision 
oi your otlicers, who will m ake aud preserve a 
full record oi the transactions. 
Applications 
for refund should show w hether tax became 
due on the spirits so u ed before, on or about 
th e 1st inst.

J ohn W. Mason, Collector. 
After careful consideration, I construe this 
telegram to m ean as follows: 
F irst—That brandy produced by distillers may 
how be used to fortify sweet wines. 
Second—T hat tax m ust first be paid on all 
such brandy, and it m ust bo properly stamped. 
T hird—T hat a refund oi all money paid as 
taxes on such brandy suused in fortifying sweet 
w ine will be granted upon proper claim being 
m a:e. 
F ourth—No refund w ill be allowed on brandy 
produced and gauged previous to, or on, the 1st 
day of July, 1899. 
F ifth—T hat if sucb brandy, used as specified 
herein iu sweet wines, was produced as gauged 
after July 1, 1890, then there is no question of 
his right to refund the money paid as tax on 
brandy used as stated. 
S ixth—such brandy can only be used under 
the supervision oi revenue officers.

S u p e rin te n d e n t P o r te r 
D e fe n d e d fro m 
N e w sp a p e r A tta c k s . 
Washington, October 22d.—Census Superin­ 
tendent Porter will arrive hom e from Europe 
to-m onow , where he w ent to recuperate ills 
h ealth , which bad actually been im paired by 
worry, hard work and harsh critic sm irom the 
press. There have doubtless been m any im per 
lections in the census work, owing to the fact 
th at the Census Bureau is not a perm anent in ­ 
stitution, aud Superintendent Porter had to 
thoroughly reorganize it, drill his thousand ?u 
pervisots. enum erators and cierks, aud further 
because the enum erators have not received suf­ 
ficient pay. 
But the abuse which has been heaped upon 
Mr. Porter by the Democratic papers is simply 
outrageous. Kvery little m udhoie where the 
census failed to “ pan out” as expected puts tip 
a poor m outh, and if a recount is not granted 
w hines and accuses Superintendent Porterof in- 
com petcncy, partisanship and rascality, and 
heaps outrageous abuse upon him of all kinds. 
At present the New. York Democratic press is 
ram paut for a recount of the entire city, and 
charges th at the census returns were m anipu­ 
lated iu the interest of the Repub ican party. 
Acting Superintendent ( lnlds m akes a good 
defense for the Census Bureau w hen he sa y s: 
“It should be rem em bered th at prior to the 
actual work of enum eration a savage assault 
w as m ade by the newspapers of th at city upon 
the constitutiona ity of certain census inquiries, 
w hich weie, however, provided for by the Cen­ 
sus Act. and which, under the law, was the 
plain duty of the Superintendent to see that 
they were probably answered. This newspaper 
Opposition went so far as to advise the eiiiz.ras 
of .New York to refuse to answ er the iutjuiries 
of the census tuum erators beyond a certain 
point. 
“ The result of this agitation was to m ake the 
enum eration of th e city of New York m uch 
m ore pernlexing than it orciuarily would be. 
The results shown by the so-called police count 
may or may not be facts. The police who were 
detailed lor this purpose w ent toith under in­ 
structions and with the avowed puri>o:e to get 
m ore people th an had been obtained in the 
general enum eration, and it is fair to assume 
th a t iu the progress oi th eir woi k there never 
was any doubt iu th eir m inds as to w hether or 
not the person should be enum erated by others, 
but lh at in every instance the nam e was taken 
w ithout regard to the length of tim e the person 
m ay have claim ed a residence at the place 
where he was enum erated.”
